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DETAILED ACTION 

Election/Restrictions 

1. This application contains claims directed to more than one species of the generic invention. 
These species are deemed to lack unity of invention because they are not so linked as to form a single 
general inventive concept under PCT Rule 13.1. 
The species are as follows: 

Species 1: reversible between said dieplate and said substrate; irreversible connection 

between said dieplate and said substrate (claim 2). 
Species 2: mechanic force, magnetic force, removable adhesion (claim 2). 
Species 3: hydrophilic material layer and layer of water absorbing material; hydrophobic 

material layer; leading ditch, tough, strip (claims 5, 15, 16). 
Species 4: physical action of swelling and dissolving; physical action of ultrasonic wave; 

mechanic action (claim 8). 
Species 5: two or more rows; only one row (claim 10). 

Species 6: hydrophilic inorganic material; hydrophilic organic material; natural 

macromolecular material and its derivatives (claim 16). 



Claims 1, 4, 6-7, 9, 11-14, and 17-20 are generic. 



2. Applicant is advised that the reply to this requirement to be complete must include (i) an election 
of a species or invention to be examined even though the requirement be traversed (37 CFR 1.143) and (ii) 
identification of the claims encompassing the elected invention.
